owners of two pstents which may or may not,
for all the legislators know, be the grand
«lock-up safety valve’' aud ‘‘low-water indi-
oator" which they are represented to be.

In the bill, Ossa is on Pelion piled to compel
oitisens of Pemnsylvania to buy these New
York patents. In principle it is the greateat
legialative monstrosity of the session, and the
men who support it, in its present shape,
after fully understanding its provisions, must
have reached that last and most shameless
stage of ocorruption, where they cease to
justify their deeds unto themselves.

Every owner of a steam boiler will bs com-
pelled to buy a mew-fangled ‘‘lock-up safaty
valve'' and a “low-water indioator,’” which
will be manufactnred atan emormoas profit
by the favored patentee and his legislative
partaners, if this bill becomes a law and the
oontemplated programmse is carried out in all
its ramifications. To ensure this result heavy
fines and penalties are showered upon the
atubborn or negleotful steam-boilers owners
who fail to patronize the grand new legisls-
tive aafety-valve company; and to make assu-
ranoce doubly sare, there i3 & sec tion setting
forth that if the boiler of any person who fails
to buy the high-priced patents blows up, he
‘“shall bo deemed guilty of mauslaughter,
and apon conviction shall be sentenced to
conflnement at hard labor for a period mot
exceeding ten years, and shall also be oivilly
liable to any person injured for all damages to
person and property by reason of any such
explosion 1"

It would be a fair plens of parallel legisia-
tion, after this exbibition of legislative rapa-
oity, if the session should wind np with a law
sentencing to death every citizen of Philadel-
phia who, after the Twelfth and Sixwenth
Streets Passenger Rallway is completed, rides
north and south on any other line, If decency
and justioe are to be violated for the enrloh-
ment of legislative cormorants in one inatanoce,
why not in the other! And if one olass of
men are to ba sent to prison for ten years be-
onuse they will not psironize the Legislature
in its “leck-up safety-valve'’ ocapsoity, why
should not another olass be murdered outright
for refusing or negleoting to shower its dimes
upon the legislative passenger-raillway pet /

The only thing thal surprizes us is, that
the Legislatore, instead of plumdering the
people plecemeal, does not advance boldly to
{ts favorite task by appropriating all the
money in the State Treasury at once to its
insatiable leeches, and then levying a per-
petual tax for their exclnsive benefil.

that the Fenian councils have determined to
ocelebrate Bt. Patrick’s day by sssessing each
member of the orgamization for the suwm of
one dollar; and that all the Irishmen,
and partionlarly the Irishwomen, in the coun-
try will be called wpon to contribute & like
amount, for the purpose of carrying the war
into Britain. Of course, no ome cAB be com-
pelled to pay this assessent, especially those
who do not belong to the great Fenlsn army,
but the managers of the great Hibernian hum-
pug will spare no effort, and will omit mo

sppeal to the patriotism, prejudices, and
sturdy Irish batred of Bogland to induce aa
mavy as possible to give the dollar demanded,
This tax will come heaviest upon those who
are least able to bear it, as most of the Irish-
men and Irishwomen in the country beloog
to the laboring olassea, who eArn
small wages, and, under the best
oircnmetances, find it to be ss muoch as they
oan do to enppert themselves. The women in
partionlsr will be appealed Lo In the atrongeast
manper, saud from them the most liberal re-
sponse I8 to be expeoted. A dollar represents
ball & week's wages Lo most of the Idsh
women in the country, and it is an ounirage to
ask them to give such a proportion of their
sonnty earniogs for ths supporl of such a
transparent swindle as the Fenian orgauiza-
tion.

The oatensible purpose for whioh this money
i# to be colleoted {8 the purohase of rifles to
be placed in the handas of the brave sons of
Erin, who have resolved to do or die in the
gervice of their native land. The only results
of the Fenian movement hitherto have been
to congignd a number of nnfertunate men to the
gallows or Roglish dungeons, and to put
money into the poockets of such patriots as
Stevens, O’Mahony, and Killian.

Wehave no particnlar affection or admiration
for Eogland, and we heartily aympathize with
the Irish in hatred of English misgovernment;
but Irish wroogs will never be righted by the
Fenian organization, which we have no hesita-
tion in characterizing as one of the most
glgantio humbugs of the sage. We hope that
our Irish fellow-citizens will allow a little
Yankee shrewdness and common sense to
temper their generous impulses in this matter,
and induooce them to hold fast to their dollars
until they are snre that some good will be
accomplished with the money. It i3 very
certain that President Grant will never permit
any Irish organization to declare war with
Eogland as loog as the United Btates Govern-
ment is at peace with that country, and all

Nova Seotla aud Aunexntion,

Ir is said that the sentiment in favor of an-
nexation to the United States Is making great
headway in Nova Sootis, and even extending
into the neighboring province of New Bruns-
wick. From the outset there has been deve-
loped in the former province astrong and ap-
parently nnconquerable opposition to union
with the other provinces composing the Do-
minion of Canada. The Nova Sootians argue
that all the benefits of the union are reaped
by the western provinces, while the burdens
incident to it which fall upon them are out of
all proportion to the extent of their territory
and the number of their people. In oconse-
quenoce of this state of affairs, they have been
clamoring incessantly for a repeal of the act
of oonsolidation; and mnow that there is mo
proépect of thelr demand being complied with,
it is asserted that the annexation fever has
broken out with greater virnlence than ever
before, nine-tenths of the population being
prostrated with it,

The advooates of annexation have seoured
thelcoiperation of some of the leading journals,
and have likewise engaged in a vigorons
pamphlet cAmpaign, numerous brochures set-
ting forth the disadvantsges of union with
Canada and the benefits to be derived from
annexation to the United States having been
distiibuted throughont Nova Bootia, and New
Brunswick as well. The services of eminent
pamphleteers at Washiogton have also been
secured, for the purpose of doctoring up pub-
lic opinion on this side of the boundary line.
If ramor be correct, however, we fear that the
Nova Sootiaus have made a #ad mistake in the
selection of their advoostes, for Robert J.
Walker, the seediest of allthe tribe of seedy
psmphletesrs, is gaid to be one of the number,
Mr.Walker's achievements in the Alaaka busi-
ness still linger in the memories of the
people, and they will be inolined to enter int»
any project of which he becomes the advo-
cate with great reluctance and distrust. The
only thing that this mnotorious lobbyist can
accomplish in the Nova Sootia scheme will be
the indefinite postponement of its consnmma.-
tion. Therefore, if any considerable portion
of the people of that province are desirous of
geverisg their conmeotion with both Canada
and the mother country, with the view of
being received into the American Union, they
will do a wise thing by repudisting Walker
and bis pamphlets,

The area of Nova Scotia, including the
island of Cape Breton, which is mnow wunited
with it, compriges 18,746 square miles, & little
less than the combined territory of New
Hempehire sand Vermont; while its popula-
tion, accordivg to the census of 1801, was
390,609, and at the prerent day does not ex-
oeed 376,000, These flgures are not sufi.-
clently large to warrant the reception of the
province into the Uniow on terms of abgzolute
vquality with the other States. Il New

Bropawick, however, aees fit to unite with
Nova Beotia previouns to asking admission to
the Union, & very respectabls Btate can be
carved ont of the combluation. The ares of
New DBrunewick being 27,700 BQuare
wiles, and its population in 1801 having been
2062,047—or about 300,000 at the present day
~1ihe new Btate wonld have an area of 46,440
square miles, and a population, iu 1861, of
682, 746, or about 675,000 at present: While
its population would still be considerably leas
than that of Maine or New Jersey, its area
would be about equal to that of Pennsylvania
or New York. If the people of Nova Bootia
and New Brunswick see fit to unite in this
way, and, having secured the oon
gent of Grest DBritgin, to demand
admigeion into the Union a8 a alngtn Btate,
there is no doubt that their request will be
granted without any sssistance from the
pamphlets of Robert J. Walker or auy other
Jobbylst. The benefits to be resped by the

| two oolonies are so manifold and so manifest,
that no argument shonld be nseded to oon-
viooe them of the faot, while the inorenss in
our own torritory would be more than oom-
peneated for by the acosssion to onr popula-
tion and resonroes,
